president and all civil officers.

should become president, therefore, ho would 
not como within the impeachment clause.

Tho next evening 
the Congregational people held a church 
meeting to consider Mr. Faville's ca&Oj 
and not knowing of the action of his osn 
church tbe previous evening, voted to 
extend him a call, which of course ho 
refused tn consider. 


A little more discretion on the part o( 


the Congregational church in Oshkosh, 
might have resulted in securing to them 
one of the brightest young men in the 
Wisconsin conference. 
Their loss will 


be connidered tlie gain of tho Methodist 
church in the state. Mr. Faville's viows 
regarding the 
limited pastoral term 


which compels a minister to raovo at the 
end of three years, are m accord with 
the conviction of many of tne best rainds 
ia tho Methodist ministry and are en- 
dorsed by a liberal !, percentage of the 
laity of the church. The time will un- 
doubtedly coine, end that before the 
lapse of many 3'ears, when this feature 
of Methodist ufago will be BO modified 
as to admit of an indefinite pastorate' 
where pastor and people desire a con- 
tinuance beyond tbe present limitation.
